HARD BLOW FOR DREYFUS. 


London Correspondent Sees Calamity 
in Labori’s Fall. 

LONDON, Aug. 15.—The Times corre- 
spondent regards the shooting of Labor! 
as a national calamity and a hard blow 
for Dreyfus. He says: 

“There is a terribly suggestive timeliness 
in the crime. If the fates had been com- 
bining against Dreyfus they could not have 
armed a more efficient agent of their de- 
sign than the unknown man who shot La- 
bori just as he was about to riddle with 
shot and shatter with his invective irony 
and scorn the last arguments of Mercier. 
It was a master stroke. The one indis- 
pensable man was thrown hors du combat 
just at the moment when most was ex- 
pected of him. I do not exaggerate the 
general impression when I affirm that with 
Labori absent the bottom seems to have 
dropped out of the defense. The examina- 
tion of Mercier by M. Demange was one 
of the weakest exhibitions of forensic in- 
genuity and presence of mind which it is 
possible to conceive. Mercier, Billot and 
Cavaignac, with the others, held the floor 
just as their predecessors in the trial of 
1894, while the prisoner was left almost 
without defense. 

‘‘Doubtless M. Demange is a great law- 
yer, and he may well have been upset by 
the terrible event, but his formal and an- 
tiquated methods stood him in sad stead 
to-day, and it was to-day that was most 
dreaded by all the adversaries of Dreyfus. 

“Then, to cap all, Mercier called upon M., 
Labori to proffer his sympathy. It must be 
remembered that Labori had but just re- 
covered from the typhoid fever, and his ar- 
dent, nervous organism, overstrung by the 
tension of the trial, is in a bad condition 
for combating a fresh shock. The worst 
news would surprise nobody.

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BRINGING THE WORLD TO ST. LOUIS. 

In the view of the World's Fair from the standpoint of 
labor interests, given the public through the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday by Mr. Bert Childs, president of the Building Trades 
Council, there was a ringing note of approval. | 

Speaking from knowledge gained by 20 years’ affiliation with 
trades unions, Mr. Childs affirmed that 95 per cent of the me- 
Chanics of St. Louis heartily favor the Fair. Recognizing the 
@reat benefits, material and moral, to be derived from the 
Fair, Mr. Childs says that the mechanics are heartily work- 
ing for the project and are doing more in proportion to their 
Means than the capitalists and business men. He sums up 
the labor view in a sentence: 

“FROM AN EDUCATIONAL AND FINANCIAL STAND- 
POINT, THE WORLD'S FAIR WILL BE A BONANZA TO 
THE LABORING MAN.” 

As to jts contribution to the material welfare of the labor- 
ing man, there can be no argument. It will vastly increase 
local activities in every line of industry, and this means pros- 
perity to all. Labor will reap its share. 

On the educational side, Mr. Childs presents a forceful 
view of the benefits of the World's Fair to the laboring man 
and to all who are not wealthy. “Not having the means to 
enable him to tour the world,” he Says, “the world will come 
to him. He will learn as much during the six months of 
the Fair, with but little expense, as he would traveling that 
length of time in foreign lands.”’ 

The educational influence of the Fair will be worth every 
dollar invested in it. It will bring St. Louis and the sur-

lature have nade a record for extravagance and profligacy 
that jis without parallel in the history of the State.

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STREET RAILWAY FRANCHISES IN ENGLAND. 

Tom and Albert Johnson, who have made fortunes in Ameri- 
can street railway franchises, are seeking a franchise for an 
electric line between London and Brighton. Speaking of their 
plans, Albert Johnson says that London ts far behind Ameri- 
can cities in street transportation facilities. That is true, 
but on the other hand the British seem far in advance of. us 
in their methods of granting franchises for street railways. 
He says: 

It is not possible to get a franchise there as easy as 
here. You cannot go and say that you want to run a road 
over such and such streets, and get permission. They re- 
quire you not only to survey all the territory you intend to 
cover, but also to furnish to the city lithographed maps 
showing exactly what you are going to do and how you are 
going to do it. 

In order to satisfy the authorities the 45 miles of tracks for 
London and Brighton road will be laid over a private right of 
way, using no highways; 11-pound rails, as heavy as any used 
on steam roads, will be used; there will be no grade crossings 
and the grades will not be over one and one-half feet to the 
mile, neurly level; in short, all of the equipment will be of the 
best, permitting an even speed of a mile a minute without dan- 
ger to passengers or the public using the highways. 

Our British cougins take a common sense view of the fran- 
chise question. They do not believe in turning over streets 
and highways to street railway corporations to be used for 
street railway purposes as the managers may please. They 
insist that the interest of the public be conserved, that the 
people be protected from spoliation and danger. 

If franchises are to be granted to private persons this is 
the only way in which they should be granted. The first in- 
terest to be considered is the public’s. The first condition 
should be safety. The primary object should be to get the best 
possible service for the least rate of fare. 

The wholesale granting of franchises practically without 
safeguards for the lives ond limbs of the people, and with 
the privilege of unlimited capitalization for the absorption of 
franchise values is unheard of in England. Fewer railroads 
are built but the public is protected from injury and spolia- 
tion by greedy speculators.

He Is Charged With Swindling W. E. 
Green of Denver Out of $200,000 
in a Bogus Land Deal. 


The following Associated Press telegram 
came from San Francisco this morning: 
San Francisco, Cal., Aug, 16.—Augustus 
Howard, known as the ‘“‘Australian Plung- 
er,”’ charged with swindling W. E. Green 
of Denver out of $200,000 on a bogus land 
deal in Australia, is declared by the police 
to be an escaped convict from Sydney. 
His real name is said to be (Charles Doyle, 
though he has several aliases and a sen- 
tence of 2 years’ imprisonment for swind- 
ling is alleged to be hanging over his head. 
Chief of Police Lees and Green, recently 
his partner in business enterprises, call him 


a would-be-murderer, with Green as the in- 
tended victim. 


Howard is the man who cut such a wide 
swath at the California race courses last 
winter. He ‘bet all sorts of money there 
and his operations in the ring were the 
talk of the country. He was supposed to 
be a millionaire business man from Aus- 
tralia, and it was said his speculations on 
the course was as nothing compared to 
his speculations in stocks and bonds. The 
news contained in the above press dispatch 
will be news indeed to the colony of turf- 
men now in St. Louis, who became ac- 
auainted with Howard through his plung- 
ing operations in California last winter.

TOM BURNS’ FALL. 


He Has Lost Control of the Players of 
the Chicago Team. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 15. Manager 
Burns’ probable downfall, disclosed yester- 
day, was the chief talk of the Chicago ball 


players to-night, coming close after the 
renewed carousing on the last night or 
two at Washington and along with the in- 
creasing grumbling of the working players 
againat the many who are absent, because 
it leaves the club badly upset. 

There was a whisper about to-day that 
Burns had resigned, but he declared there 
was nothing in the report and refused to 
discuss any future probabilities. The man- 
ager kept out of sight’ most of the day. 
The great complaint against the Chicago 
manager, of course, has been on his lack 
of discipline. He has always been more or 
less afraid of some of his “indispensable”’ 
players and has not always been able to 
dictate who should do the pitching. He 
ehowed his weakness to the whole club, 
however, when he removed Ryan from the 
captaincy a day after he had appointed 
him, 

The appointment, of course, was a mis- 


take, but that was dictated by President 
Hart. Hart would probably have stood 
by it if he had not been forced to get 


an entire new team, but Burns, when con- 
fronted by a meeting on the bench at the 
very start of the season, gave in. After 
that his powerlessness to control Demon- 
treville. who was, indeed, uncontrolable, 
hurt him in the eyes of the management 
and the other players. The culmination 
came when President Hart happened to 
drop into New York just in time for the 
carnival of dissipation. Burns’ attempts 
to cover up the misdeeds of his players 
did not nolo him with the inexorable 
Hart. 


The long run of home defeats followed 
and seemed to break Burns’ spirit. Of 
late he has fallen into an impatience and 
almost a moroseness against his players.

AGUINALDO’S RISE TO POWER. 


SPANISH PRIDE HUMBLED BY 
RAGGED TAGAL WARRIORS. 


The Story of th> Tirst Capture of 
Zapote Bridge and the Strange 
Turn in the Whirligig 
of Time. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—As a preface to his 
s Account of Gen. Lawton'’e battle with the 


Filipinos at Zapote bridge, south of Manila 
John T. MeCutcheon, the Record’s war cor- 
respondent, gives an interesting history of 
the overthrow of Spanish power in Cavite 
rovince by Aguinaldo'’s ragged army, tne 
nvestment of Manila. and the humbling 
of the proud Caetillans by the Tagals: 

About June 1, 1898, only a week after 
Aguinaldo had begun the reorganization 
of his ragged, poorly armed troops, the 
sound of firing came floating out from the 
land near Bacoor to where the American 
wWarehips were anchored off Cavite. 
Throughout the entire afternoon the long, 
steady rol of volley firing wae sustained al- 
most continuously, with frequent punctua- 
tions from heavy guns. The low fringe of 
trees lining the shore concealed the battle 
from the view of those on the ships, but we 
could see the white smoke of the cannons 
and rifies filtering up though the tree tops 
and hanging over the battlefield like a great 
curtain. From the terrific volley firing and 
the long duration of the engagement we 
qudged that a battle on a grand acale was 
ting fought, and I remember that we felt 
blue and gloomy because we were convinced 
that our friends the insurgents must be 
euffering fearfully before the superior arms 
and forces of Spain, In the evening, after 
the fightine had been raging for hours, there 
came a cessation, and when darkness fell 
the region the confilct was silent and 
peaceful, 

The following day we called on Aguinaldo 
At his heatiquarters {n Cavite. There was 
nothing In his manner to indicate that his 
troore had suffered an overwhelming re- 
verse. He greeted va with that emotionless 
eourtesy so characteristic of his and calmiy 
informed as through hie ald«le-camp, Mr. 
levyba, that’ his soldiers had defeated the 
Soaniards and had captured the bridge over 
ihe Zapote River. He had not yet received 
full reports, but he had heard unofficially 
that his army had auffered a very slight 
loss, while the Spaniards had suffered heav- 
ily. This news wae almost incredible to 
ihore of use who had seen what on undis- 
Ciplined,. motley crowd of natives com- 
Peen! What he called his army and we 
were inclined to doubt his claim to victory. 
Nevertheless we felt a relief and pleasure 
in hearing that our friends had beaten our 
enemies the Spaniards. 

All during the week following there was 
ronstant evidence of the strife that was he- 
ing waged between Cavite and Malate. 
Azuinaldo never appeared to have full re- 
ports, but he invariably proctaimed the vic- 
iory of his own force. Imus, Bacoor, Las 
Pinas, Paranaque, were captured in less 
than a week, notwithetanding the fact that 
the Spaniards had splendid arms and am- 
munition in unlimited quantities, supported 
by five mountain batteries and rapid-fire 
runs. Cavite Viejo was etill held by a 
Spanish garrison, but the insur@ents quickly 
roe? inion the town, and the Spaniards, 
278 in number, were compelled to take re- 
fuge in the Church of the Madeleine. This 
bullding was fortified with breastworks of 
sione, the windows and doors were blocked 
with immense masses of rock and earth and 
the Bpaniards prepared for a slege. About 
2) insurewents “under comand of A«uin- 
aido’s ald, Leyba. drew.in close to the 
ehurch, and whenever a Spaniard showed 
his head they fired a velley at him. Over 
on the walls of Qaadte esinsurgents were 
operating an ancient aynon that was 
mounted on the southwest bastion. Shells 
were thrown acroes (Bacoor bay, and, 
while many of thenrfell short, at leact two 
struck the old church. The siewe was a 
memorable one. adthough it lasted only 
claht days. Three Spaniards were killed, 
and had to be buried just outside the church 
door and within the {mprovised stone bar- 
ricade, Their drinking water became ex- 
hausted, and they had to dig a well in the 
interior of the bullding, which afforded 
them a brackish, half salty relief from 
thirst. From the beginning there wae no 
hope for the Spaniards. If they attempted 
to escape by sea the Americans would snap 
themup. If they stayed in the church they 
woul starve, for even then they were eating 
the last caribao that had been taken in the 
building with them at the beggining of the 
siege. To flight their way to Manila along 
the beach would have meant their extermi- 
nation, so on June 7, they surrendered, arms 
and all, , 

I went over to see the surrender, and it 
Was an incongruoue spectacie to eee nearly 
80) well-uniformed but unkempt white men 
march out of the church between the 
bobtall and ragtag ranks of nat!vee Mned 
up in the street In front of the church. 

Among the Spaniards were many hand- 
gaome officers wearing handsome uniforms. 
and their Humiliation must have been as 
bitter as a proud Castillan could possibly 
suffer. 

Over In Cavite the clam, pnaesion|esas state- 
menta of great victories that Aguinaldo 

ave us were being eubstantiated every day, 
or Wundreds and hundreds of @panish so). 
diers were being marched in and placed in 
prison. Big, splendid-looking Spanish gen- 
erale and governors were tramped in over 
the San Rogue causeway bw the tattered, 
undisciplined, ununiformed bands of insur- 
gents. The incongruity of the thing wae as 
pathetic as it was incredible. 

Closely following the remarkable !neur- 
gent successes in Cavite province, where the 
whole district had been captured in eight 
days, came stories of other successful oper- 
ations in Pampanga province, Macabebe 
and S6an Fernando were captured, and the 
great Spanish general, ‘Monet, fled tn terror 
to Manila. Over 1000 Spanish soldiers had 
been taken prisoners and their arms given 
out to natives as quickly as possible. The 
insurgents were busy everywhere. The 
Spanish gunboat Leyte, which had fled from 
Subig bay on April 2, and had taken re- 
fuge in the Pa nga river, tried to ¢s- 
cape to Manila th 185 Spaniards soldiers 
in tow. 

The cascoes went aground and the Leyte 

Was captured by the Americans before 
reaching Manila. 
4 ir respect for the insurgente’ 
had grown a great deal. 
had taken almost every mvince in Lugon 
with the exception of solated garriaons. 
aml were hammering away at the doors of 
Manila. We felt considerable pride tn their 
conquests, for naturally our sympathies at 
that time Were with them as againat tie 
Spaniards, We didn't foresee at the time 
when we lietened gloomily to the sounds of 
battle at Zapote bridge that in a year our 
own force would be trying to capture the 
bridge themselves, or that the flower of our 
army would be pitted againet the tattered 
ranks of our friend Aguinaldo. Or that we 
like Aguinaldo, would be telling the same 
tales of great Victories in which our losses 
were slight and those of our enemy enor- 
mous. 

We didn’t imagine that it would take us 
montha to accomplieh what the rage) 
horde of natives had done in lesa than four 
weeks, or that Aguinaldo, who amused us. 
would be keeping the best we breed ex- 
ceedingly busy in lees than a year's time. 

The whole situation is strange, and it 
siruck me very forcibly when I waited the 
~ylny | June 13, 1898. for the storming 
of the Zapote bridge by our own troops to 
begin, while my former friend, Gen. Nortel. 
was maseing hie forces on the opposite bank 

f the river to prevent, if possible, the 
all of the strongest position in Cavite pro- 
vince.

The idea of holding a reunion of all the 
couples married by thie man is original 
with himself, and when he first suggest- 
ed it he was surprised to find to what ends 
“af the earth bis re yutation as a uniter of 
hearts and hands had extended, and was 
enowed under with enthusiastic — replies. 
Now. the occasion being an annual one, he 
ia in- receipt of numé@fous letters from 
maids and widows who have heard of his 
reputation, and say: “I write to see if you 
could recommend to me a good husband,” 
generally giving an outline of the kind 
wanted. From everywhere come such let- 
ters, some as far as from Old Mexico. 

For vears Mr. Meese. or ‘“‘Uncie Bily,” 
as he ia familiarly called, presided at a 
large share of the matrimonial ceremonies 
held in thie county until it developed into 
a popular impression that the thing was 
not properly done unless it had his sanc- 
tion. It Is a fact of which Mr. Meese is 
proud that very few of his marriages have 
ever been undone by divorce courts.

RARE COLLECTION REMINISCENT 
OF JOHN BROWN. 


HIS PIKES ARE PRESERVED. 


Washington Man by Years of Patient 
Research Gathers Many Valu- 
able Curios at the Capital. 


—_— - —-—— 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The romantic 
story of John Brown and his futile at- 
tempt to end slavery with one bold stroke 
hat been for some years the subject of a 
searching and ent?ltusiastic investigation on 
the part of Dr. Thomas J. Featherston- 
haugh of this city, until the information 
and data which he possesses on ‘that re- 
markable movement are probably equaled 
by few other men in the country. It was 
Dr. Featherstonhaugh who visited Harper's 
Ferry last week, disinterred the remains 
of seven of the followers of John Brown 
and sent them for burial to North Elba, 
N. Y., in the plot of ground where the re- 
mains of the famous abolition‘st lie. 

. relics of John Brown and his party 

hands of Dr. Featherstonhaugh, 
for the time being, on exhibition in 
National Museum, consisting of a pike 

a carbine, used in the fight at Har- 
per’s Ferry, an autograph letter, written 
by John Brown, and a cane carried by him. 
The carbine is a shori, breech-loading 
piece, which was in actual use during the 
engagement at the engine house, and was 
a very rare gun at that date, These car- 
bines were furnished by «he Kansas Emi- 
grant Aid Soctety, ostensibly for use among 
the settlers fn that State. 
History attaches to the pike. These 
weapons were forged wiih a blade nine 
inches long and about three inches wide, 
with a guard at the hilt. They were made 
to be fitted to ash-poles six feet long and 
were delivered, without being put together, 
at Chambersburg, Pa. From there they 
were taken by wagon to the Kennedy farm, 
a few miles from Harper's Ferry. on the 
Meryland side of the Potomac River, which 
the party of John Brown made their ren- 
aezvous. These were intended as arms for 
the slaves that were expected to rally at 
once around the movement, -but as it turned 
out. only a few of them were ever used. 
When John Brown get ou for Harper's 
Ferry on the fateful day of Oct. 16, 1859, he 
threw an armful of them into his wagon, 
and these were given to the few negroes 
who rallied to his support. 
Almost as soon 4&5 they 
them, however, the negroes 
to get rid of the weapons, all of them 
escaping hefore the fight commenced. Only 
one negro was injured, and he was drowned 
while trying to hurry across the rivar. 
Charies H. Blair of Beverly, N. J., called 
on Dr. Featherstonhaugh recently and told 
him that these pikes had been made by his 
father and himself at ‘ ollinsville, Conn., 
where they lived at that time. Mr. Blair, 
who is also interested in the history of 
John Brown, explained that 1000 of these 
yikes had been furnished for the sum_ of 
100. John Brown having come to them 
himself to leave the order. Mr. Blair said 
that a.:though John Brown maintained that 
the pikes were to go to the settlers in 
Kansas, he and his father never feit en- 
tirely confident about their destination. As 
they were in humble circumstances, how- 
ever, and the contract meant much to them 
they could not inquire too particularly into 

details. 

im < Of the rare volumes on the John 
raid, which {ts in the possession of 
Dr. Featherstonhaugh is “A Voice from 
Harper's Ferry.” This was published in 
1861 by O. P, Anderson, one of the partici- 
pants on John Brown's side. Anderson 
was the only man who was rey en- 
gaged in the fight and escaped. He be- 
came a messenger in the War Department 
after some years, dying In this city In 
i872. He is a colore half-breed, and his 
remains were buried in Harmony Ceme- 
tery, but the spot has been forgotten.

INDIAN GIRLS ARE PRETTY 
A FARM GOES WITH EAC! 


RACES ARE RAPIDLY MIXING. 


News That More Land Is to Be Opened 
in Indian Territory Turns At- 
tention to Them. 


WICHITA, Kan., Aug. 15.—The probabil- 
ity that more land in Indian Territory will 
be thrown open to white settlement has 
caused a flood of {nquiries as to the per- 
sonnel of the Indians Who live in the terri- 
tory. Most people are under the impres- 
sion that they wear blankets and live in 
tepees. The Indians are as thoroughly civ- 
ilized and most of them as well educated 
as the upper class of citizens of the larger 
Fastern cities. There are five natione— 
Choctaw. Chickasaw, Cherokee, Creek and 
Seminole. About 10 per cent of the five 
tribes are full bloods, while the remainder 
are quarter, sixteenth and thirty-second 
blood. The young men are most all highly 
educated, as well as the girls. Each nation 
has a school where these young people are 
educated and boarded free. The schoo] is 
maintained by the United States and all 
the higher branches are taught. The In- 
diahs are compelled to send their children 
to these schools. Perhaps the most inter- 
esting characters of the Indian nation to- 
day are the girls and young women. 

a too general impression regarding the 
Indian girl of to-day is that she fs an un- 
kempt, coarse appearing creature, with 
none of the refinement characteristic of the 
white woman and a general tendency to- 
ward degradation. It has seemed to be al- 
most impos#ible to divorce the Indian girl 
from the idea obtained through the story- 


book squaws of other days or the impres- 
sions given by the besotted Indian women 
one sees lounging about the stations of 
Arizona and New Mexico. It is true that | 
a majority of the Indians have black hair 
and eyes, but it is equaily correct to say 
that there are many perfect blondes among 
them, with rose leaf complexions’ that 
many city-bred women would envy. Again, 
the complexion of the Indian brunette is 
not muddy, but as clear and delicate as 
one would expect in a woman who had led 
the ordinary life of c!villzation. 

As a matter of fact, these Indian girls 
of the five tribes would be at home in any 
drawing-room. They have been educatcd 
into it by the college teachers among them, 
It is very difficult’'to distinguish the In- 
dian @irls of the territory from white girls 
who live among them. 

During the lest quarter of a century the 
number of white men who have married 
girls belonging to the five civilized tribes 
has been astonishing. The advantages of 
marrying these girls are many. The man 
who marries one is at once adopted into 
the tribe and is given a large tract of fine 
land and his share of the annuity funds, 
which is some of the tribes amounts to $0 

er month. The white adopted citizens 
ave become 2 power among the Indians 
of the territory, and it is largely due to 
them, at least the more honest ones, 
the territory is being opened to settlement, 
Not long ago one of these attractive Indian 
girls, for a joke, inserted an ad in a matri- 
monial paper, and it was a good paper or 
else the ad was a very attractive one, be- 
cause she received 850 proposals of mar- 
riage. 

The Indien giris have been trapped by for- 
tune hunters so many times that they are 
very suspicious of proposals of marriage 
from white men whom they have not known 
any length of time. To protect these giris 
from the clutches of unprincipled men the 
Interior Department recently made a ruling 
that before a white man covld marry into 
any of the five civitzed tribes he must pre- 
sent a certificate of good character from 
the judge of the county where he last re- 
sided. They want no more criminals in the 


Indian race.

ulous Cures on the Feast of 
the Assumption. 


TILWAUKESB, Wis., Aug. %.—Hundreds 
‘ weary souls with pain-racked bodies to- 
day journey. from all parts of the North- 
west, and particularly from Milwaukee, 
to the shrine of St. Mary Help of Chris- 
tlans at Holy Hill, hoping to find relief 


from mental] sufferings and bodily ailments, 


To-day is the Feast of the Assumption of 
the Virgin Mary and the day of all days 
for making the pilgrimmage to the hil of 
miracles, While the regular trains carry 
many to the stations from which the hil 
may be gained, there are also two excur- 


sion trains out of Milwaukee, each of 
which carries several hundred persons. 

It was in 1856 that the first miracle was 
reported from the hill, when a devout 
Catholic. learning of the chapel erected 
high on the summit of the hill by a her- 
mit priest, decided to make a piigrimmage 
to the place. On his journey he stopped 
frequently to pray. Before leaving the 
chapel he moved to Make an offering and 
found he was able to place a coin in the 
box with his right ‘hand, which he ‘had not 
been able to use for years. 

Since that day the fame of the hill as 
a place of miracles haa increased as the 
years have rolled around and certain there 
are to be stories of wonderful cures report- 
ed after next Tuesday. Last year on the 
Feast of the Assumption, it is stated, one 
of the pilgrims who was brought to Hart- 
ford on a stretcher and carried up the 
hill in this way, astounded her attendants 
by suddenly rising and walking to the 
shrine. She was able to leave the chapel 
and journey to her home without aid. She 
said afterward in speaking of the cure 
that as she gazed at the image of the 
Virgin Mary the Hps seemed to move and 
to bid her to rise and walk, and, though 
almost unnerved with fright, she pte Be 
Many similar instances oO miraculo 
curea are related by those who frequesgtly 
journey to the hill. 

The path to Holy Hill is a difficult one 
for invalids to climb. It winds about a 
steep slope, through meadows and wood- 
lands, there having ‘been no attempt at 
anything tending to lessen the roughness 
of the road or to make It easy to travel. 
Hundreds of feet below the crest of the 
hill begins the via crucis, or the way of the 
There are 14 stations, commemorat- 
ing the l4 incidents of the Gavior’s weary 
to Calvary. The stations are lit- 
tle structures built of stone and wood, In- 
casing the figures which represent the 
scenes prescribed by the church in re- 
minder of the sufferings of the Lord for 
the redemption of man. For the greater 
part of the way the path leads through 
dense forest and all along on a sum- 
mer’s day. and often in winter, penitents 
may be found on bended knee, 

The fourteenth station is a short dis 
tance from a large cross standing on the 
summit of the hill, directly in front of 
the church. Until 1881 there was a little 
old log church, but In that year the new 
one was erected. Near the cross is the
